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THE NEW SCHOOL BUILDINGS AND 
BAZAAR CONNECTED THEREWITH 


EDUCATION, is a subject now occupying 
the attention of many persons, some 
advocating one system, some another; 
and with regard to the Education of 
the Poor, some are of opinion, that 
to teach a child to read its Bible, 
write, and do the three first rules 
in arithmetic, are all that is 
required or ought to be taught; 
others would put no limit upon what 
is to be taught. With these various 
opinions we have now nothing to do, 
only to speak of facts and congratu- 
late the people of Deddington upon 
possessing such handsome and commod- 
ious School Rooms for the purposes 
of Education. Four or five years 
ago, the project of erecting these 
Schools was started by the Vicar, 
the Rev James Brogden, who met with 
considerable opposition, much of 
which arose from the scheme not 
being thoroughly understood. Mr 
Brogden, some time after, ceased 

to reside in the parish, the care 

of which was then undertaken by the 
Rev Dr Wilson, through whose great 
liberality and exertions, and of 
those acting from time to time with 
him, the project has nearly arrived 
at completion. 


The Buildings are in the Early Eng- . 
lish style of architecture, and have 
been erected from plans prepared by 
Messrs Hambley and Cooper, of London. 
The Boys' School Room is 51ft by 32ft 
and capable of accommodating 168 
children, with a class room attached. 
The Girls‘ School Room is 71ft by 
18ft and capable of accommodating 
120 children, with a class room also 
attached. The site (three quarters 
of an acre) was given by W.C. Cart- 
wright, Esq., and is situate of the 
west side of the Banbury road at the 
entrance to the town. The Buildings 
have been erected by Mr James Hop- 
craft, mason, and Mr Robert Franklin, 


builder, both of whom, for’their 
workmanship, and exertions to com- 
plete them, are deserving of high 
commendation. The’ corner ‘stone - 
was laid by S. Field, Esq:i, on 

the 29th March last. Great 
exertions have been made to raise 
the necessary funds, the urgent 
appeals for which have been most 
liberally responded to. About 

two months ago, a Bazaar in aid - 

of the funds, was set on foot, 

by those actively engaged in the 
undertaking, which immediately 

met with the sanction of every lady 
in the town, and the patronage of - 
several ladies in the neighbour- 
hood, as will be seen upon refer- 
ence to our columns elsewhere. The - 
Bazaar was fixed to be opened on 
the day of the Annual Horticul= 
tural Show, which only gave the 
ladies about six weeks for prepa- 
rations, and too much praise 

cannot be given them for the © 
exertions made to fill the stalls 
with numerous articles that were 
exhibited. The Patronesses aiso 
most liberally aided the good 
cause, not considering, that they 
had done sufficient by lending 
their names only, but patronising 
it with handsome contributions to 
the stalls, by their présence at 
the Bazaar, and by purchasing most 
liberally. The result of: the under- 
taking was, that there was realized 
at the stalls about £150; share of 
admission to the ground about £15; 
contributions from Mrs Boulton, ‘Mrs° 
Webb and Miss Bowyer, £20; making, a 
total of about £185...It was .a good 
cause, conducted on propex.and up- 
right principles, in which. manner 
we hope to see the business’ of the 
Schools still carried: om .... and, 
that the Buildings will prove’ not 
only an ornament to the ‘town, “but a 
credit to the promoters ‘and all con-— 
cerned in the undertaking: and a 
blessing to many a rising géneration.

NASURE NOTES 
On a sunny cold day in January, I was lucky ensugh to hear and then see a lesser 
spotted woodpecker knocking away on a branch of a beach tree. He was net werried 
about my presence, so I was able to have a leng look at him. This small bird is 
sometimes called the barred woodpecker, and is about the size of a chaffinch. It 
is the smallest of the three British woodpeckers. The male has a red crown, while 
the fenale has a smaller white cne. Both nave black and white barred wings and a 
pinkish breast and belly. They are very shy birds and so are not often seen. 


Tne call or drumming can be heard from seme distance, and it is indeed a surpri-- 
singly loud noise for such a small bird. 


Taney nest at the bottom of a shaft which they excavate in a dead branch of a tock 
The entrance hole is only absut 4 cms. in diameter. Nests can sometimes be dis- 
covered by finding fresh wood chippings at the bottom of the tree. 


I once sat and watched a pair feeding their young. The parents flew ints the 
nest every 34 minutes regularly with bills full of insects. 


Sometimes these small woodpeckers join uy with parties of tits in the winter ena 
can be seen, if you are lucky, roving in a broad leaved woedland tegether.

DEDDINGTON PEOPLE - PROFILE - IVY RAINBOW 


Ivy Rainbow (nee Gregory) was born and has 
lived all her life in the village of 
Deddington. 


Many of us remember Ivy - the pleasant milk 
lady with that characteristic deliberate 
paced walk carrying the milk bottles for 
delivery. Together with her husband Frank, 
daughter Suzanne and son Tony, the Rainbows 
delivered milk to our door step regularly 
seven days a week. 


Ivy and Frank were married in 1941, Frank 
being the maintenance man for Robins of 
Kidlington Hall, this gives you the under- 
standing why their property is kept in good 
repair. 


Ivy took over the dairy business from her 
aunt, Elsie Hore, in 1956. Since a very 
early age Ivy delivered milk for her aunt 
with a yoke and small pint cans suspended 
from it. At that time these cans were 
emptied into the jugs left on the doorstep 
Frank and Ivy Ratnbow or the jug in the pantry. 


The New Street Dairy was the old Farm House 
down from the Manor House close to the Salvation Army Barracks; up the side 
entrance and behind the house were the cow sheds where Jersey cows were kept 
and milked by hand. During the summer the cows walked down the Oxford Road 
twice a day to the grazing fields in Chapman's Lane. It was bringing in a 
load of hay where Ivy's uncle, Mr Theodore Hore, fell off the load and broke 
his neck. Mrs Elsie Hore carried on the milk 
business with the help of her three men - Bill 
Wheeler, Cyril Clarke and Jeff Butler (late of 
the butchers). 


As time went on Mrs Hore was quite keen for Jeff 
to take over the business but this he did not do 
and she was pleased that her niece, Ivy, accepted 
the offer and that the business was kept in the 
family. 


The cows were sold and Fairview Dairies in St 
Thomas Street was formed - this was a big step 
for the Rainbows. They had no problems with the 
planning authorities, the chief difficulty was 
conveyance of the milk crates through the village. 
At first the Hore's old tractor and cart was used 
but the age of the vehicle was a handicap. True 
to type the Deddington people reacted and a good 
samaritan, Mr Course, allowed his bread van to be 


used in the morning for milk delivery and then he 
took over the van to deliver his bread in the 
afternoon. The bulk delivery of bottled milk Mr and Mrs Hore, 1924 


in crates by United Dairies, Banbury, to Fair- 
view Dairies was delivered at 5 a.m. and here 


~ 


Ivy remarked she had no complaints from the neighbours. Tony and Suzanne had 
to get permission from the school authorities to help their mother and father 
with the early morning deliveries before they went to school. Each had a 
bicycle with a fixed crate on front containing 12 pints. 


Ivy and Frank, with nostalgia, and remembering the tied job of delivering milk 
daily and in all weathers, repeated how friendly and kind people were - "come 
in and have a cup of tea on this cold morning" or "sit down and warm yourself" 
but generally it was a fuse had gone, can you read the electric meter for me, 
can you please take a message, please could you phone ..... etc. etc. 


The Rainbows were often asked by the Police when carrying out their investiga- 
tions if they had seen anything out ef the ordinary on their rounds. 


They were often concerned when someone hadn't fetched in yesterday's milk, this 
caused ‘them great concern at times and on a few occasions resulted in tragic 
happenings. 


One of the irritations Ivy reports were the naughty boys going round in the 
evening altering the milk disc and changing 1 pint to 5 pints resulting in a 
quandary as to whether they really wanted 5 for visitors or some other reason. 


The shop was open six days a week closing at 9 p.m. and they had numerous 
callers from far afield calling just before closing time. On Sundays they 
closed at 9.30 a.m. and they all went off to Billing Aquadrome for the day 
during the summer months where they had a caravan and enjoyed a complete rest. 


The Rainbows delivered milk every day without a break for 17 years - never 
having a day off - here the Rainbows commented that it is now much easier when 
delivering milk in Deddington due to the street lighting, in their day it was 
necessary to carry a good torch. 


Tony and Suzanne left the business and that was the chief cause for Ivy and Frank 
to retire in 1973. Suzanne is still with us in Deddington and has three child- 
ren. Ivy and Frank have five grandchildren. 


Deddington people remember the Rainbows with respect and for their service to 
the village. 


The Rainbows remember their customers and are proud of their many letters they 
received when they retired and especially the candelabra from the residents of 
St John's Way, Hempton, a clock from the residents of The Paddocks, Windmill 
Street and Hempton Road area and Suzanne was given some blankets and towels 
from the Hempton Road area folk as she was shortly getting married.

Our Carol Service on Christmas Eve was well attended - always a yearly happen- 
ing to be remembered by the young and not so young. But let's thank the folk 
responsible for our Christmas tree - first Mrs Sample who each year donates a 
tree cut from her garden, Councillor Roger Gardner for the operation, Sid Berry 
for the sand and holder, Councillor Ray Garvey for seeing to the lights and 
Councillor Ken Garrett for organising the operation.
